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Return to sender 
Postal Service helps 
protect consumers 


WASHINGTON (AP) — E v ­ 
ery day in post offices across 
the nation, letters are being 
stamped: “ Return to sender. 
Order issued against addressee 
for v iolation of false represen­ 
tation law.” 
It’s all part of a little-known 
consumer protection program 
which the Postal Serv ice esti­ 
mates sav es Americans more 
than $100 million annually . 
Since 197 2, the agency has is­ 
sued more than 200 mail-stop 
orders against firms found guil­ 
ty of false representation in ad­ 
v ertising. The action often puts 
them out of business. 
The ads, most often placed in 
tabloid newspapers and he-man 
magazines, appeal to members 
of both sex es y earning for 
y outh, beauty , health, v irility 
or success. 
The cases often inv olv e sex 
stimulants, bustline increasers, 
weight loss and weight gain 
schem es, land sales, beauty 


products, 
v itam ins, 
phony 
schools and hair-growing po­ 
tions. 
“ It’s just amazing what y ou 
can sell through the m ails,” 
say s a senior Postal Serv ice of­ 
ficial. “ People will buy almost 
any thing.” 
Until a few y ears ago, the 
Postal Serv ice had to prov e in­ 
tent to get a fraud conv iction. 
Now it only has to establish 
that the adv ertising for a prod­ 
uct was false to get a stop-mail 
order and accomplish the same 
end. 
The ad can be in newspapers, 
magazines, radio or telev ision, 
just as long as it seeks to hav e 
the money sent through the 
mails. 
“ The purpose of this law is 
not to punish people; it’s to 
protect the public,” said Adam 
G. Wenchel, retiring Postal 
Serv ice judicial officer. 
Tbe cases usually start out 
with a postal inspector, under a 


fictitious name, sending away 
for an adv ertised product. He 
then demands the refund guar­ 
anteed “ if not fully satisfied” 
and, when turned down, turns 
the file ov er to lawy ers in the 
Consumer Protection Div ision. 
An administrativ e law judge 
hears the testimony and re­ 
turns an initial decision which 
is rev iewed by the judicial offi­ 
cer. 


After a mail-stop begins, con­ 
sumer 
letters 
ordering 
the 
bogus product are stopped at 
the post office or by the mail 
carrier and returned to the 
sender. 


The Postal Serv ice estimates 
that Americans were taken for 
a $15 0 million ride by mail 
fraud artists in fiscal 197 3, not 
counting the $6 million returned 
through court orders or v olun­ 
tary restitution and an esti­ 
mated $100 million sav ed by 
crackdowns.

Kissinger may be called to 
testify in plumbers trial 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) - A 
federal judge has indicated he 
may require Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger to testify in 
the plumbers trial. 
At the sam e time, U.S. Dis­ 
trict J udge Gerhard A. Gesell 
slapped down an attempt by 
lawy ers for J ohn D. Ehrlich- 
man to obtain written questions 
and answers from President 
Nix on for use as ev idence in 
the trial. 
Kissinger, now trav eling in 
Europe 
for 
meetings 
with 
NATO allies, has been named 
in trial testimony as among 
those who hoped to damage the 
public im age of Daniel Ellsberg 
in 197 1. 
Ehrlichman’s attorney s are 
seeking Kissinger’s testimony 
because they believ e he will 
poke holes in the credibility of 
a principal prosecution witness, 
Dav id R. Young. 
Ehrlichman and three others 
are accused of plotting a bur­ 
glary at the office of Ellsberg’s 
psy chiatrist, 
Dr. 
Lewis 
J . 
Fielding of Bev erly Hills, Calif. 
The break-in on Sept. 3, 197 1, 
was carried off by the plumb­ 
ers, a special White House in­ 
v estigativ e unit charged in part 
with finding out all they could 
about Ellsberg. 
The former scholar and Pen­ 
tagon analy st leaked the Penta­ 
gon Papers study of the Viet­ 
nam War to the press. 
In the plumbers trial, the 
prosecution rested its case Fri­ 
day following fiv e day s of testi­ 
mony . Ehrlichman, until last 
April 30 White House domestic 
affair« chipf is to testify in hi« 


own behalf Monday , but his 
lawy ers began his case with 
lesser witnesses Friday . 
At the close of the prose­ 
cution’s case, Gesell said he 
may dismiss one of the fiv e 
counts 
against 
Ehrlichman 
ev en if the jury returns a guilty 
v erdict. 
Ehrlichman is charged with 
ly ing during an FBI interv iew 
last spring, and Gesell has said 
he doubts the constitutionality 
of the federal perjury law as 
applied to statements by FBI 
agents. 
The statements are based 
upon interv iews with defend- 
ents with no one else present as 
in court or grand jury testi­ 
mony . 
While indicating reserv ations 
about the charge, Gesell denied 
motions by defense attorney s 
requesting 
that 
all 
charges 
against Ehrlichman be dis­ 
missed. 
Among the witnesses on Fri­ 
day was Dr. Bernard Malloy , of 
the CIA’s medical support div i­ 
sion, whose usual task is to pre­ 
pare psy chiatric profiles on for­ 
eign leaders. 
Malloy 
testified 
that 
the 
plumbers called on him in Au­ 
gust, 197 1, to v iolate CIA tradi­ 
tion and prepare a profile on 
Ellsberg. 
On Aug. 12, 197 1, Malloy said, 
he was summoned to meet with 
the four principal members of 
the plumbers, defendent G. 
Gordon 
Liddy , 
E. 
Howard 
Hunt, and the prosecution’s m a­ 
jor witnesses, Young and Egil 
(Bud) Krogh. At the meeting, 
Mallov testified, he was told bv 
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HENRY KISSINGER 


Young that both Ehrlichman 
and Kissinger had personally 
requested the CIA psy chiatric 
study of Ellsberg. 
Malloy added, “ I was in­ 
formed the President was also 
aware of the study , which was 
to 
be 
a 
multi-faceted 
ap­ 
proach.” 
At the time, Ellsberg had 
been indicted by a 
federal 
grand jury on charges growing 
out of the leaking of the Penta­ 
gon papers. 
It was the belief that highly 
personal 
information 
about 
Ellsberg was required which 
led to the break-in at Fielding’s 
office. The psy chiatrist had re­ 
fused to discuss Ellsberg with 
FBI agents. 
Lawy ers for Ehrlichman said 
Kissinger will testify he nev er 
asked for the psy chiatric pro­ 
file. 
Former White House special 
counsel Charles W. Colson testi­ 
fied this week that Kissinger 
was among those, including 
President Nix on, who hoped 
through press leaks or informa­ 
tion prov ided to congressional 
committees to sm ear Ellsberg’s 
reputation. 


On Friday , the White House 
sought to quash a defense sub­ 
poena for Kissinger’s appear­ 
ance. A statement initialed by 
Kissinger say s he knows noth­ 
ing of the guilty or innocence of 
any of the defendents. 


Although not issuing a final 
ruling on the White House re­ 
quest, U.S. District J udge Ger­ 
hard A. Gesell said Kissinger 
should “ hold himself in read­ 
iness,” which is a polite way of 
say ing he is still under sub­ 
poena. 
Gesell has receiv ed at least 
two sets of proposed questions 
for Nix on to answer. He said 
the final collection of about two 
dozen questions could be an­ 
swered through other sources 
than the testimony , written or 
otherwise, of a sitting Presi­ 
dent. 
The judge said “ it is a rare 
thing” to seek testimony of a 
president before a criminal 
trial. 
U nless new questions are 
framed which only Nix on might 
answer, Gesell indicated presi­ 
dential testimony would not be 
admitted into ev idence.

BANGKOK,Thailand (AP) - 
Police armed with rifles took 
up positions again today around 
a key police station in Bang­ 
kok’s Chinatown following three 
day s of v iolence that left 28 
persons dead. 
The police mov ed into the 
streets, alley s and a nearby 
Buddhist temple, and officers 
with megaphones warned citi­ 
zens with no business in the 
Plabplachai police station area 
to leav e. 
The officers mov ed during 
the early afternoon. The street 
fighting between heav ily armed 
Chinese y ouths and Thai police 
had tapered off at dawn after 
reinforced police units chased 
y oung gunmen 
through 
the 
streets during the night and 
made more than 8 0 arrests. 
There has been long-simmering 
resentment between the Chi­ 
nese and Thai police. 
Two politically powerful stu­ 
dent groups, the National Stu­ 
dent Center of Thailand and the 
People for Democracy , issued a 
joint appeal to the public for in­ 
formation on the causes of the 
rioting. 
Premier Sany a Thammasak 
has claimed there was nothing 
political about the rioting. 
He told newsmen Friday that 
two Chinese motorcy cle gangs 
— “ The Eagles” and ‘The 
Dragons” — bore most of the 
responsibility . A ranking police 
officer 
said 
the 
accidental 
death of an elderly Chinese by 
police gunfire also could be to 
blame. 
Three persons were killed in 
a resurgence of fighting Friday 
night — a y oung woman caught 
in a crossfire, a y oung Chinese 
and a Chinese disaster relief 
worker The gov ernment said 


earlier in tne aay mat za per­ 
sons had died in the fighting, 
and about 135 persons were re­ 
ported wounded. 
Snipers entered the fray for 
the first time on Friday , trad­ 
ing shots with police from the 
upper windows of darkened 
Chinatown. Authorities said po­ 
lice foiled an attempt to fire­ 
bomb the Plabplachai police 
station. 
The v iolence began Thursday 
night when a tax i driv er, taken 
to the Plabplachai station for a 
parking v iolation, claimed he 
had been beaten by the police. 
Chinese y ouths quickly went on 


a rampage ana surrounueu uie 
station, 
and 
police 
gunfire 
killed sev en members of the 
crowd The ranking police offi­ 
cial said the elderly Chinese 
was killed early in the rioting 
as he tried to find his daughter 
in the turbulent streets. 


In the nex t two day s bands of 
rioters — some wielding iron 
bars, 
hom em ade 
gasoline 
bombs and stolen rifles — com 
andeered buses, set automo­ 
biles on fire and ex changed 
shots with police and crack bor­ 
der police who had been called 
into the city . 


Northern lights thrill

and what to take There was no 
wasted effort.” 


He said the burglars

peared to hav e just the right 
equipment to accomplish their 
job. “ Nothing inside the ar­ 
mory was used to get where 
they were going,” Smith told a 
reporter Friday night. 
Authorities said they had no 
hard leads on who was respon­ 
sible for the theff while the ar-

Impeachment, 
public opinion

For the first time in the long , un­ 
folding story of Waterg ate, a major­ 
ity of Americans—52 per cent—be­ 
lieves that President Richard M. 
Nix on should be impeached and re­ 
moved from office. 
The same recently released Har­ 
ris Survey found that an even g reat­ 
er majority —7 3 per cent—is now 
convinced that the President knew 
about the Waterg ate coverup while 
it was g oing on, and that 64 per cent 
of those polled favor his removal if 
Cong ress proves him g uilty of in­ 
volvement in it. 
| 
Thus to the ex tent that public 
opinion play s a role in this drama— 
and it is a hug ely important role— 
the odds increase that sometime in 
19 7 4, for the second time in its his- 
: tory , the nation will witness the im- 
; peachment and trial of a chief ex ec- 
; utive. 
Was the sa m e true of that other 
; impeachment drama 106 y ears ag o? 
; Did a majority of Americans in 1868 
• favor the trial and punishment for 
“ hig h crimes and misdemeanors” of 
Andrew J ohnson of Tennessee, 17 th 
President of the United States? 
Unfortunately for historians, the 
; United States of the last century was 
; not blessed« ?) with the science of 
; poll-taking . Opinion samplers did 
: not hold a constant fing er to the 
• pulse of popular feeling about the is- 
• sues of the day , reg istering and re- 
- porting every nuance and percent- 
! ag e-point chang e. 
Nor are the newspapers of the 
I time, violently partisan as they 
: were, of much help. The New York 
; World, for ex ample, referring to 
Lincoln as “ Honest Ape,” g reeted his 
• and J ohnson's nomination in 1864 as 
• that of “ a railsplitting buffoon and a 
• boorish tailor, both from the back- 
- woods, both g rowing up in uncouth 
I ig norance.“ 
Andrew J ohnson was never able 
: to live down the alleg ed disg race of 
; his want of formal schooling , nor the 
; real disg race of his having appeared 
I drunk at his inaug uration as vice 
•'president. (Normally a temperate 
man in an intemperate ag e, he had 
unwisely taken two g la sses of bran- 
• dy before the ceremony to calm his 
nerves.) 
In April, 1865, however, when he 
succeeded the slain Abraham Lin­ 
coln, Andrew J ohnson enjoy ed more 
; than the usual political honey moon 
; accorded every new president. He 
was admired as the only southern 
- senator who had remained loy al to 
• the Union in 1861. There was g rati- 
• tude and relief that four terrible 
. y ears of war were ended. In the 
South as well as the North was the 
: heartfelt desire to bind up the na- 
: tion’s wounds, as Lincoln had said. 
; Even those who were to bitterly op- 
: pose J ohnson, the Radical Republi- 
; ta ns in Cong ress, at first enthusias- 
; tically supported him 
The Radicals were soon disen­ 
ch a n ted Throug hout most of 1865 
- jvhile Cong ress was in recess, J ohn- 
: son succeeded in implementing Lin- 
! coin’s policy of conciliation toward 
: the South. 
Alarmed at J ohnson’s wholesale 
• pardoning of Confederates, at seeing 
• men who had rebelled ag ainst the 
; Union once ag ain in political office, 
• at the South’s “ Black Codes“ which 
• consig ned the former slaves to a new 
• kind of bondag e—in short, convinced 
I that the victory purchased at such 
C 
mt cost was being undermined 
ore their ey es 
the Radicals set 
about establishing their own form of 
; Reconstruction 
Early in 1866, the battle between 
the 
le g isla tive 
and 
ex ecutive 
branches was joined By two votes, 
• the Senate failed to override J ohn 
i son's veto of i bill enlarg ing the 


powers of the Freedmen’s Bureau. 
By one vote, it overrode his veto of 
the Civil Rig hts Act of 1866. To J ohn­ 
son, both measures represented an 
unwarranted concentration of power 
in the federal g overnment. 
For both the Radicals and the 
President, the off-y ear cong ression­ 
al elections loomed a s crucial. For 
both, it was essential that the sup­ 
port of the people be enlisted. 
As johnson ex pressed it: “ All 
that is wanting in the g reat strug g le 
in which we are eng ag ed is to devel­ 
op the popular heart of the nation. 
It is like a latent fire.” 
To lig ht that fire, J ohnson on 
Aug . 28 , 1866, launched the first 
bamstroming tour by an American 
president, a 19 -day , 10-state “ swing 
around the circle of the nation.” 
It was not enoug h. In the elec­ 
tions for the 40th Cong ress, the Radi­ 
cals achieved a landslide, g iving un­ 
challeng ed control of both houses. 
Thereafter, the president futilely ve­ 
toed bill after bill which threw out 
the post-war g overnments in the 
Southern states and returned them 
to the status of conquered, occupied 
provinces. 
Even this did not satisfy the Rad­ 
icals. To men like Pennsy lvania’s 
Thaddeus Stevens, leader of the 
Radicals in the House, not just the 
President but the presidency itself 
must be humbled and the leg isla tive 
branch made supreme for all time. 
What was contemplated was nothing 
less than a revolution in America’s 
sy stem of g overnment, something 
never envisioned by many of those 
who had voted for the Radicals. 


A first attempt to impeach the 
President on trumped-up charg es 
failed in 
December, 
1867 . 
Then 
J ohnson g ave his enemies the pre­ 
tex t they needed by firing Secretary 
of War Edwin Stanton, a Radical 
sy mpathizer. TTiis was in violation of 
the Radical-passed Tenure of Office 
Act forbidding the President to dis­ 
miss any federal officer without the 
consent of the Senate. 
On Feb. 24, 1868. the House of 
Representatives voted overwhelm­ 
ing ly to impeach Andrew J ohnson, 
and on March 5 his trial beg an in the 
Senate. 
Ag ain J ohnson set a precedent. 
To carry his case to the people, he 
g ranted a series of White House in­ 
terviews with reporters in what was 
the forerunner of the presidential 
press conference. 
Not that this could have saved 
him. Thoug h messag es of support 
flowed in to the White House, pres­ 
sure from the husting s on the Senate 
to convict was tremendous. 
The impeachment trial of the 17 th 
president remains one of the mo­ 
mentous events in American his­ 
tory By the marg in of one vote, he 
was acquitted and the constitutional 
balance of powers preserved. 
Had the Radicals been willing to 
permit a court test of the Tenure of 
Office Act as J ohnson desired (50 
y ears later the Supreme Court did 
declare it unconstitutional), there 
need never have been an impeach­ 
ment at all 
It is also possible that had the 
press been as mature and responsi­ 
ble a s it is today , or had there been 
such a thing as television which 
modern presidents have at their 
command, Andrew J ohnson could in 
time have convinced the public of 
the rig htness of his position—could 
have ig nited the “ latent fire” —and 
that eventually the public would 
have ex erted its will on the ex trem­ 
ists in Cong ress 
The ca ses of Andrew J ohnson and 
Richard Nix on, totally dissimilar in 
all important respects, may be dif­ 
ferent in this respect also

NEW YORK (NEA)— American 
J esuits have been making political 
headlines lately . 
Father J ohn J . McLaug hlin has 
become a 
blunt 
and 
prominent 
spokesman for President 
Nix on, 
whom he calls “ the most moral 
president we have ever had.” 
Father Robert Drinan, a Demo­ 
cratic cong ressman from Massa­ 
chusetts, has been a vocal critic of 
the Nix on White House as a member 
of the House J udiciary Committee 
which is conducting the impeach­ 
ment inquiry . 
Fa ther D a niel Berrig a n 
the 
m uch-publicized poet-priest, has 
outrag ed many J ews with a strong 
attack on Israel which has been in­ 
terpreted in some quarters as a sig n 
of “ the new anti-Semitism.” 
Each man speaks to a different 
constituency —one a conservative, 
one a liberal, one a radical. Yet all 
three are raising some anx ieties 
about the role of priests in politics. 
Most 
liberals 
were 
delig hted 
when Dr. McLaug hlin—as he likes to 
be ca lled—was the subject of a rare 
official J esuit disclaimer that he 
spoke for himself and not the J esuit 
order. 
Yet many of the same liberals 
were outrag ed when Father Berri­ 
g an g ot similar treatment, only 
worse—he was actually silenced for 
a time in the mid-’60s and shipped to 
Latin America by his superiors. 
The action ag ainst Dr. McLaug h­ 
lin has been interpreted as an at­ 
tempt to silence him, thoug h the evi­ 
dence is not clear. His superior. Rev. 


Richard T. Cleary , made it clear to 
Dr. McLaug hlin that he was being 
strong ly requested to come back to 
New Eng land for a period of “ reflec­ 
tion” which would have taken him 
out of the unfolding Waterg ate dra­ 
ma. 
Dr. McLaug hlin said he was too 
busy , so Father Cleary simply is­ 
sued the disclaimer. 


J esuits take formal vows of pov­ 
erty , and much criticism of Dr. Mc­ 
Laug hlin points out that he seem s to 
dress very well and live in hig h sty le 
at the Waterg ate on a $30,000 salary . 
Dr. McLaug hlin simply say s, “ if y ou 
are g oing to integ rate into a society , 
y ou are to integ rate smoothly into 
it,” meaning that if a J esuit wants to 
make an impact on Washing ton, he 
must ex pect to adopt the g eneral 
sty le of Washing ton life. 
Father Drinan, former dean of 
the Boston Colleg e Law School, is 
less controversial among American 
J esuits, but more controversial in 
Rome. 
The Rev. Pedro Arrupe, “ The 
Black Pope” (worldwide head of the 
J esuits), is known to feel nervous 
about Father Drinan’s cong ression­ 
al career. 
As a Basque, familiar with the of­ 
ten corrupt alliances between the 
clerg y and g overnments over the 
span of European history , he has 
made it clear that he would prefer to 
see American J esuits refrain from 
running for political office. 
In this view, shared by many 
Vatican officials, Fathers McLaug h­ 
lin and Berrig an are much less 


threatening —after all, J esuits have 
been social prophets and counselors 
to heads of state for hundreds of 
y ears. But reaching for political of­ 
fice is another matter, and if several 
other J esuits followed Father Dri­ 
nan’s ex am ple, many would ex pect 
Father Arrupe to take some action. 
Already several prominent J esu­ 
its have been g ently talked out of 
running for office. An East Coast 
colleg e president, for ex a m p le, 
probably would be may or of his city 
now if his superiors had not talked 
him out of it. 
On a world basis, the J esuits are 
involved in all kinds of social m ove­ 
ments, and the pull to enter politics 
bring s complications. 


In the Philippines, three J esuits 
were jailed when President Ferdi­ 
nand Marcos declared martial law. 
Another J esuit is a close friend of 
Marcos and play s g olf with him 
three times a week. 
In Chile, J esuits were prominent 
in backing and opposing the Allende 
g overnment. Gonzalo Arroy o, a J es­ 
uit, was the head of “ the Group of 
8 0,“ a band of clerics fig hting to 
bring Christianity and Marx ism to­ 
g ether and shore up the g ains of the 
Allende g overnment. 
Shortly before the coup, Father 
Arrupe appeared in Chile and pub­ 
licly announced he was removing 
Father Arroy o a s head of the pro- 
Allende clerics. It probably saved 
Father Arroy o’s life, but it was an 
intervention in Chilean politics that 
helped erode Allende support at a 
time when a rig ht-wing coup was 


brewing . 
On the way back to Rome, Father 
Arrupe stopped off in Cuba and de­ 
livered a speech which seemed to in­ 
dicate that Chirstianity and Marx ­ 
ism could not work tog ether. It was 
sig nificant because Fidel Castro had 
previously g one to Chile and said—to 
the outrag e of his anticlerical sup­ 
p orters—tha t 
C hristia nity 
and 
Marx ism should be allies in reform­ 
ing Latin America. 
The Arrupe actions are being in­ 
terpreted by reform-minded J esuits 
as an indication that in a crunch, 
the order will stand by the rig ht and 
abandon revolutionary and reform 
movements, if only to insure their 
own survival. 


It may be the correct survival 
strateg y , since most recent revolu­ 
tions and takeovers have been to the 
rig ht, a s in Brazil, Greece, Chile. 
But the counterrevolutionary 
in­ 
stinct g oes deep in the J esuits—they 
were founded to fig ht revolution (the 
Reformation) and to perform many 
early warning functions for the 
Pope, just a s the CIA does for the 
American presidency . 
Under Pope Paul, the Catholic 
Church itself has been swing ing to 
the rig ht, parallel to what has been 
occurring in world politics. 
As long as this trend continues, 
reform-minded J esuits with an ey e 
toward politics, will probably be un­ 
der pressure from Rome and their 
own superiors. 
For different reasons, the order 
would prefer no more Arroy os, and 
no more Drinans either.

The ex planation for each fig ure is 
at the top of the column. From it we 
learn that $43.50 was the hig hest 
price per share at which y our stock 
had previously sold this y ear, and 
that $26.25 was the lowest. The .20 
tells us that the stock pay s an annual 
dividend of .20 a share—nice and 


low. The nex t fig ure, 22, g ives us the 
“ P-E” or price-earning s ratio for 
the stock—compiled by dividing the 
closing price for the day ($43.7 5 in 
this ca se) by the earning s per share 
reported by the company for the last 
12 months. 


In this ca se, the earning s per 
share would have been about $2.00. 
To the 211 fig ure that follows, we 
have to add two zeros— thus finding 
that 21,100 shares of Getridg e Quik 
International were traded that day . 


The nex t three fig ures g ive us the 
hig hest price at which the stock 
traded that day ($44), the low for the 
day ($42.50) and the closing , or last 
price for the day (43.7 5). The + 
‘/2 at 
the end tells us that this closing price 
was .50 hig her than the last sa le on 
the previous day .

There are many fancy ex pla­ 
nations for inflation. But there’s 
one that’s real; low productivity 
g ains mean hig h costs and hig h 
prices. 
Output per man hour in U.S. 
business and industry g rew a 
paltry 3.3 per cent a y ear be­ 
tween 19 60 and 19 7 4. That con­ 
trasts with 11 per cent in J apan 
and 6 per cent for the major n- 
ations of continental West Eu­ 
rope. It compares with 4 per 
cent for Britain, where industry 
has stag nated these past few 
y ears. 
The situation is worse even 
than these sad statistics. Output 
per man hour here has been in­ 
creasing only slig htly more than 
2 per cent annually of late; fore­ 
casts for the nex t decade run be­ 
tween 2.4 and 2.5 per cent, which 
insures continued inflation. 
In the long run, improved 
productivity is normally the re­ 
sult of increased private invest­ 
ment. Those lands with heavy 
investment show strong upward 
trends in output per man hour. 
Between 19 60 and 19 7 4, a ver­ 
ag e private investment in the 
United States was 18 per cent of 
Gross National Product, ex clud­ 
ing defense spending . This was 
the lowest rate of all Western in­ 
dustrial nations. 
J a pa n’s investment rate was 
33.4 per cent, almost double 
ours. Germany was not far be­ 
hind J apan with 26 per cent, fol­ 
lowed by France with 24. The 
United King dom, with 19 , was 
about in the sam e boat with 
the United States. 
The question then is why U.S. 
industrial investment has not 
kept pace with that in foreig n 
countries? The answer is sim ­ 
ple. Investments are made when 
they are profitable; small prof­ 
its—sm all investment. 
To say industrial profits are 
low will shock many readers. 
But stock markets g ive the m es­ 


sa g e loud and clear. Shares of 
g reat companies are selling for 
barg ain 
basement prices. 
If 
profits are so g reat, why don’t 
we all march down to the New 
York Stock Ex chang e and cash 
in on this opportunity ? The door 
is open. But investors are sta y ­ 
ing away in droves. On the one 
hand we complain industrial 
profits are too hig h; on the other 
we say they are so low invest­ 
ments aren’t worthwhile. We 
ca n’t have it both way s. 
Actually , the ex orbitant pric­ 
es we pay these day s are—in the 
main—a result of inefficiency . 
This is not to close our ey es to 
some g oug ing and windfall prof­ 
its. 
We can cut profits further 
and g et less investment, less 
earning s and almost no g ain in 
productivity —and hig her prices 
and lower real incomes. It’s 
from the company -income pie 
that both the worker and the in­ 
vestor g et their money . And it’s 
only with increased productivity 
that a lid can be kept on prices. 
Without that increase, all the 
g overnment controls the mind 
can imag ine will do no g ood. 
One note of ex planation: To 
be sure, inflation is even g reater 
in J apan, Western Europe and 
other industrial areas than in 
the United States. But their 
problems are g reater. 
They are not blessed with 
America’s hug e resources. They 
must import ex tremely larg e 
percentag es of their fuel, food 
and other major materials. La­ 
bor in Europe and J apan has 
been making intense efforts to 
raise wag e levels to those in the 
United States. J apanese indus­ 
trial workers, for ex ample, have 
won wag e boosts which have a v­ 
erag ed more than 15 per cent a 
y ear for the past decade—and 
this y ear it appears J apanese 
wag es in major industries will 
g o up by a whopping 20 to 30 per 
cent.

To zip up turtlen eck sw eat­ 
ers in the back keep the sw eater 
rolled on y our shoulders while 
y ou zip it. Then pull it down 
ov er the body . 
Our sm all bedrooms do n ot 
hav e room for lamp tables an d 
our children like to read in bed. 
We pain ted peach crates to 
m atch the walls an d hun g on e 
ov er each bed but n ot too low. 
In the bottom of each crate I 
used a drill to m ake two small 
holes so the pron g s of a bed 
lam p would fit.

bills also, and those lawmakers 
took home at least two victories 
when the legislature took a one 
week “ cooling off break” last 
week. 
One involved transportation. 
Under legislation which has 
. been sent to Gov. Daniel Walk­ 
er, counties and cities outside 
• Chicago and the RTA would get 
..subsidies for their existing 
mass transportation districts. 
-"The subsidies would go to 
tax-supported districts now ex­ 
periencing losses. 
The subsidies would be doled 
t out on the basis of the amount 
of sales tax collected within the 
• district. 
Areas which currently have 
■ no transportation system could 
; draft a plan, which if accepted 
by the state could qualify the 
bounty for a part of $1 million 
pot for new projects. 


For example, sponsors said 
existing districts would be elei- 
gible for the following grants:

The bill was amended to al­ 
low Peoria, Rockford, Aurora 
and Springfield to also issue up 
to $15 million each in state- 
backed bonds to build civic cen­ 
ters. 
The maximum liability to the 
state, sponsors said, would be 
$55 million. 
But Rep. Horace Calvo, D-

‘‘His best pitch is the slider and 
I was looking for it. I hit 
against him in the Mexican 
League and played with him at 
Richmond in the Braves organ­ 
ization.” 


Thornton came to the Cubs 
from the Braves in the Joe 
Pepitone trade only 14 months 
ago. 
After his hopes seemed some­ 
what dashed when the Cubs de­ 
cided to make Billy Williams a 
first baseman, Thornton had a 
long talk with Manager Whitey 
Lockman this spring. 
‘‘I’ve had a good feeling since 
I talked to Whitey last spring,” 
Thornton said. ‘‘He told me 
how he would use me and I de­ 
cided to make sure I was 
ready.” 
The doubleheader sweep was 
the first for the Cubs since May 
13, 1973, six days before they 
acquired Thornton from the 
Braves. It was also their third 
straight victory and marked

they’ve won three in a row. 
“ It’s easy to be optimistic 
when you’re playing well and 
win three in a row,” Lockman 
said. “ But I think we’re knock­ 
ing on the door and ready to 
make a move. We’re getting 
pretty good pitching. Pitchers 
on both sides did well and then 
there’s Oscar Zamora.” 
Zamora, a 29-year-old Cuban 
who spent nearly 10 years in 
the minors before the Cubs pur­ 
chased him from Denver two 
weeks ago, picked up his first 
major league victory in relief 
in the nightcap. He also has 
four saves to lead the club de­ 
spite his short tenure. 
“ He spent a long time in the 
minors and learned his trade 


well,” Lockman said. “ He has 
the good attitude. If not, he 
would have quit a long ago.” 
Bonham, 7-11, bested Carl 
Morton, 10-7, in the first game. 
The big blow was a two-run 
double by Don Kessinger in the 
fifth inning. He then scored on 
Jerry Morales’ single. 
The Cubs struck for two runs 
in the third inning of the night­ 
cap on a single by Kessinger, a 
triple by Vic Harris and a 
double by Williams. 
Phil Niekro, who struck out 
10 and singled home a run in 
the fifth inning, left for a pinch 
batter in the eighth. That’s 
when the Braves tied it on sin­ 
gles by Ralph Garr and Dave 
Johnson and a balk by Cub re­ 
lief pitcher Dave LaRoche.

SPRINGFIELD, 111. (AP) - 
Illinois lawmak ers, accu stomed 
to p lay ing a sp ear carrier’s 
role in Sp ringfield’s ongoing p o­ 
litical tou rney , are p oised for 
the finale in the cu rrent jou st 
between Gov . Daniel Walk er 
and Atty . Gen. 
William J. 
Scott. 
No m atter that the agencies 
of Illinois gov ernment are ru n­ 
ning ou t of money becau se the 
General Assembly has aban­ 
doned its task of enacting a 
state bu dget by the traditional 
Ju ly 1 deadline. The p olitical 
games, which candid legislators 
admit they find more stim u ­ 
lating than gray bu dget figu res, 
mu st go on. 
Scott, seldom seen in the the 
legislativ e arena bu t widely be­ 
liev ed to cov et the gov ernor’s 


chair, has p resented a clear 
challenge to Walk er. 


The Rep u blican attorney gen­ 
eral has p rop osed to station his 
aides, all of whom cou ld rea­ 
sonably be p resu med to be loy ­ 
al to him p olitically , in fou r 
state agencies controlled by the 
Democratic gov ernor. Three of 
these agencies hav e sensitiv e 
regu latory fu nctions. 


The rationale for p lacing 
Scott’s 
men 
in 
Walk er’s 
agencies is that the attorney 
general is su p p osed to be the 
lawy er for the state. Thu s, ac­ 
cording to the theory , his aides 
shou ld handle the legal work 
for the Env ironmental Protec­ 
tion Agency , the Racing Board, 
the Liq u or Control Commission 
and the Dep artment of Pu blic 
Aid. 
Bu t to Walk er, whom Scott 


refers to with jocu larity as “the 
Su n King,” p ermitting su ch a 
state of affairs wou ld be lik e 
letting enemy soldiers stand 
gu ard at the door to the roy al 
chamber. 
Scott stru ck first in the Sen­ 
ate, p resided ov er by William 
J. Harris, R-Pontiac, who was 
aided in his q u est for his p arty 
leadership p ost by the gener­ 
osity of the p atronage-rich a t­ 
torney general. 
Amendments were attached 
to the bu dget bills req u iring the 
p lacement of Scott’s men in 
k ey state agencies. 
Progress was slower in the 
Hou se, dominated by Sp eak er 
W. Robert Blair, a Rep u blican 
who also is widely believ ed to 
harbor gu bernatorial am bi­ 
tions. 
Meanwhile, the legislatu re 
has hu rled a second lance at 


the beleagu red Walk er by wip ­ 
ing ou t ap p rop riations for some 
other 
p olitically 
sensitiv e 
agencies, su ch as the Illinois 
Information 
Serv ice, 
which 
sp reads the news of the gov er­ 
nor’s good deeds throu gh the 
news media of the state. 
The situ ation has left Walk ­ 
e r’s forces fru strated and ang­ 
ry . 


Dep u ty to the Gov ernor Vic­ 
tor DeGrazia, who p lay s Merlin 
to W alk er’s King Arthu r, let it 
be k nown that the gov ernor 
cou ld ju st v eto a nu mber of k ey 
bills u nless the Rep u blican leg­ 
islatu re back s down. 


With half of the state bu dget 
still to be acted u p on, the law­ 
m ak ers retu rn to Sp ringfield 
this week . And none dou bt that, 
whatev er else hap p ens, the 
games will go on.
